Because a horse is 
range-bred does not argue that he 
is a scrubby pony, Already the 
Western ranges are preducing 
good ‘grades and fine pure-bred 
specimens of every type of equine 
excellence admired by horsemen. 
The improvement of horse stock 
on the range, begun already, in less 
than a decade will be completed 
sia | Ch grand success. 

A pasture-bred, stable-pampered 
colt can never be the hardy equal 
of a range-bred horse of pure lin- 
eage. The conditions contributing 
to this are several. Pure air, nu- 


of a life of perfect freedom, the 
constant exercise over high hills— 
these are the combinations which 
deyelop in the range-bred horse 
hoofs of iron, lungs of leather and 
sinews of steel. But more than a. 
does his untrammeled, unfettered 
life give him that spirit and cour- 
age inyaluable in a horse, 

Given equal dam and sirage: 
place one colt on the range, con- 
fine the other to the limits of the 
feed-yard stable and pasturage, 
the latter will never be the peer of 
the former. Practical experience 
has proved this time and again. 

Of course if natural feed is short 
and winter weather severe, the 
range-bred colt must not be left to 
starve and get stunted. Taking 
up and feeding hay in mid-winter 
is good for dam and good for foal. 
A halter and a few lessons in lead- 
ing yearlings will teach the careful 
breeder that colts beoome easily 
gentled, never forget and are more 
inexpensively broke when taken 
up, handled and fed when quite 
young.

Every 
man, according to modern theorists, 
ought to have at least $10, and they 
consider that when a man has two 
millions he simply robs 200,000 who 
haven’t a cent. It would be twice 
as bad if he bad four millions. But

THE low price of wool during the 
Summer and Fall has been attrib- 
uted by wool-growers to the admis- 
sion of an article known as waste“ 
-at a nominal duty. This waste,“ 
it has been charged, says the Silver 
State, was prepared by importers 
from a fair quality of wool for the 
purpose of evading the tariff, and 
millions of pounds of it were 
brought into the country almost 
free of duty to compete with the 
home product, The attention of 
the Treasury Department was di- 
reeted to the manner in which it 
was deprived of revenue by the im- 
portation of this so-oalled waste,“ 
and a ruling just made by the De- 
partment fixes the duty on the ar- 
ticle, which investigatiou proves to 
be washed woel, at twenty-four 
cents per pound. Now, if the alle- 
gations of Eastern wool-growers, 
that the price of wool has been re- 
duced by the admission of this 
raste almost free of duty, are 
well founded, the fact ought to 
manifest itself in the great wool 
markets of the East in a very short 
time, as a duty of twenty-four cents 


per pound ought to restrict the im- 
portation of waste.“

A year ago one of my calves, 
about six months old, brok@her leg 
below the gambrel joint.

the pasture, and while my assistant | 


kept her quiet I made two splints | 


the leg is not perfectly straight. 


of lath; I straightened the leg and 
took one turn around it with thick 
cloth about eight inches wide; then 


[ put one splint on each side of the 
leg and took aturn of cloth to hold 
them in place, putting plaster of 
Paris enough between the two to 
make a layer half an inch thick en- 
tirely around the leg; then two 
more turns of cloth and the ends. 
I finished the job by wetting thor- 
oughly and holding it quiet about 
fifteen miuutes for the plaster to 
set. Of course the turns of cloth 
were drawn close and kept as 
smooth as possible. I made two 
mistakes on my job; I didn’t get 
the leg as straight as i should have 
— and the cloth did not extend 
to the hoof. Judgment should be 
used about removing the bandage. 
I commenced after it had been on 
about three weeks by taking off two 
turns of cloth.
